Section 4' reads: "All white person including Portn-

of to the united States are hereby declared citizens ot the 
United States."

Colbert's opinions of .the "Present Meth- 
ods of the School Board," as quoted in a 
Kacine paper last evening. .Mr. Colbert 
is quoted as saying dmt he has plenty 
of money on hand to pay teachers' sal- 
aries. This assertion necessitates me to 
divulge a conversation wnich occurred 
yesterday afternoon between Mr, Colbert 
and the writer, and which at his sugges- 
tion, I intended to consider between our- 
selves 
only. His 
published 
interview 


prevents this. In his published report, 
the public are led to believe that the 
funds of the board are in far better con- 
'dition than the commissioners stale. A 
wrong impression is given in his publish- 
ed interview. Mr. Colbert will not deny 
that the available funds of the board of 
education will only pay about fifty per 
cent of teachers and janitors' salaries for 
December, but he says he can pay'them 
all, 
and his conversation with me ex- 


plains that owing to moneys to the cred- 
it of the "school fund 
(not the board 


of education) viz., the fund for the new 
Third ward school, he could thus pay 
school bills. 
AVe have been told by the 


city officials that until taxes are paid in 
January and February none ot the eity 
funds will be credited w.cii their allow- 
ance. We trust Mr. Colbert's idea may 
be carried out. The treasurer takes the 
board to task for their method of audit- 
ing bills. In answer, a large number of 
these bills arc on contracts and are treat- 
ed as the city acts with s'uc'n accounts, 


A great many are local merchants, cx- 
Umling over a period trom. one month 
t" several months. It is true rent ,ac- 
.•"iints were allowed a few uays previous 
^o the fii'ft of November, if not, said ac-

If ho 
is aware of actions of any member of the 
huaril. such as he intimates, his duty as 
a citizen would caJl upon him to have 
such properly investigated. As to seven 
or eight "running" the whole thing.

all members cannot attend every meet- 
ing, 
arc those who try to divide their 


time between business and "running" the 
schools to receive censure! It is not so 
many years ago that our present city 
treasurer was censured for ^'running" the 
city council. In conclusion, if the. ac- 
tious of the board were honestly constrn- 
cd by the public and the boai>. given the 
support that the rapidly increasing at- 
tendance requires, our schools will main- 
tnin their present efficient standing. But 
I am afraid that action, such as taken by 
the "city'fathers" at their last meeting, 
will, unless obviated by ihc next admin- 
istration, convince Mr. Colbert that the 
running of the schools ,on shorter time is 
not a dream.

It was a'fe.w minutes after 10 o'clock 


.this morning when Chairman George Ula

The 
plant'is propagated, like the potato, by 
means of-tubers'(tfia plant generally 
fails to produce, seetl), which can be 
had of any prominent seedsman. The 
plant requires more space tban the po- 
tato. .

; -Timotby is more : widely ccltivated 
than any 'other -"tarns" grass 'in the 
eastern Bocky moantain region: Tha 
cheapness of tbe seed, the ease with 
which a meadow can be seeded down, 
and the excellent quality of tbe hay 
make this grass a great favorite. In 
most localities irrigation is necessary 
to grow it successfully, but with plenty 
of water enormous yields are. of ten ob- 
tained, .particularly in the.1 rich valleys 
in the northern part of'.the region. . ..Re- 
ports of the succet-sfnl cultivation of 
this ' grass have been received from. 
every county iu both Montana and 
Wyoming, and from nearly every coun- 
ty in Colorado, but .always under irri- 
gation except :u some of the moister 
valleys in or near tho mountains. Sage- 
brash lands when oleared, irrigated and 
seeded to timothy mako fine meadows.

Timotby can be grown'successfally at 


a.higber. altitude than mostaf;the other 
commonly grown .grasses, and is becom- 
ing quite gecflrally established. in, waste- 
places and along trails throughout the 
entire region. Several or tha field agents 
of, tbo division- have reported: finding it 
well established in many places in -the 
monntnins. It was found flourishing at 
an elevation of 10,500 feet; in northern 
Colorado, and at a similar elevation in 
tho central part of tho .-state. In the 
Bear Lodge mountains and in tbe Black 
Hills it is very abundant- at 6,000 and 
6,000 feet, -making a very fine growth, 
and is spreading very rapidly ia moist, 
open situations along the trails. 


In the Bis Horn mountains of Wy- - 


omingnnd in the Spanish basin inilon- 
tana it was found to be abundant, grow- 
ing with alpino timothy (phlenm al- 
pinnm ). With Canadian bine grass 
(Poa compressa), low spear grass (J?oa 
unuua) and redtop, it follows along 
the irrigating ditches, forming bright . 
green borders and affording many juicy 
juouthfnls for tbecattleand otberstock.- 
Like most of the other cultivated grass* 
es, it thrives best in the rich valleys of

where it is protected from drought and 
tbe excessive beat of midsummer.

Concerning 'it the presi- 
dent says: "Where all so conspicuously distinguished 
themselves, from commanders to gunners and tfte unnamed 
heroes in the boiler rooms, each and all contributing to- 
ward the achievement of this astounding victory for which 
neither ancient nor modern history affords a parallel in 
the completeness of the event and marvelous disposition ^of 
casualrdes, it would be inviduous to single out, ahy one for 
special honor." 
As to the success gained by the arms of 


the United States in Cuba, the president says the earnest 
lasting gratitude of the nation is unsparingly due.
